A RESOLUTION FOR RETENTION OF FULL 
FREIGHT AND PASSENGER SERVICE BY 
PENN CENTRAL RAILROAD IN THE CITY

AREA. 


WHEREAS, the Department of Transportation in accor¬ 
dance with the terms of the Regional Rail Reorganization Act 
of 1973 has submitted a report to Congress concerning rail 
service in the Midwest and Northeast regions;and, 

WHEREAS, the report calls for the abandonment of 
the Penn Central Railroad right of way and operations within 
the city limits of Fort Wayne, Indiana; and, 

WHEREAS, Fort Wayne, Indiana, is a major freight 
distribution center serving a large area in both Indiana and 
surrounding states; and, 

WHEREAS, the Fort Wayne metropolitan and surrounding 
area consists of a population of over 500,000 and the City of Fort Wayne 
serves as the major originator of rail transportation in this 
area both for passengers and freight; and, 

WHEREAS, rail transportation at a time of a national 
energy crisis provides the most efficient, non-polluting, and 
lowest per unit fuel consumption cost in the movement of passen¬ 
gers and goods. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA, that the Department of 
Transportation be notified that the Common Council of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, places itself on record as calling for the reten¬ 
tion of the existing Penn Central Railroad passenger and 
freight service in and through the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana 
and the Fort Wayne area and that the Department of Transportation, 
the Interstate Commerce Commission and other interested govern¬ 
mental bodies be placed on notice that the Common Council 
strongly opposes the proposed abandonment of freight and most 
especially passenger service to the City of Fort Wayne by the 
Penn Central Transportation Company.
